The convention was called to order again at 
1:25 p. m., when the Secretary read a letter 
from Chas.

Another recess was then taken, during 
which the convention called for Mr. Wm. A. 


Hobbs, who delivered a short address 
making the same pledges of fidelity 
to party principles as given by 


his opponent, Mr. Ramsay, in his Jetter. At 
the conclusion ofthis speech the Committee 
on Resolutions appeared and announced its 
readiness to report. 
Chairman E. 5S. Rowse of the Committee on 
Resolutions reported a series of resolutions 
adopted by the committee as follows: 
THE PLATFORM. 

The Republicans ofthe city of St. Louis in 
convention assembled declare as tollows: 
1. We favor an honest economical gov- 
ernment, faithfully administered by men 
elected by the people at elections at which 
each ballot cast shall be counted for the per- 
son for whom it was cast by the voter. 
2. We believe in home rule for Ire- 
land and every other community, and es- 
pecially do we belieye in homerule for the cit- 
izens of St. Louis, and we demuend it at 
the hands of the State Legisiature, which 
through its Democratic majority has deprived 
our city and its citizens of the 
right taken from this city to 
control its own affairs. It has taken from this 
city the right to appoint its own Recorder of 
Voters, placing thatappointmentin the hands 
of the Governor, who is not responsible to the 
city for his acts has taken all power from the 
Mayor or any other Municipal authority 
to place any check upon this irresponsible 
appointee; has given him the sole 
power to appoint whom he 
leases a8 revisora of registration, 
Judges and clerks of election and made a!l re- 
urns of elections by such judges returnable to 
him alone, giving him the power to cast up, 
determine and declare who is elected without 
redress or appeal from his decisjon, thus giy- 
ing him absolute control overthe vital sub- 
jects of registration and the exercise of the 
elective franchise. 
By the enactment of such laws, the Demo- 
cratic party has struck a blow at this great 
city and placed the people at the mercy of 
corrupt rings and designing politicians. 
38. We charge the Democratic party with 
having brought about the following, among 
other pernicious results, as the first fruits of 
this partisan legislation. 
Although the law is explicit in requiring the 
Recorder of Voters to appoint the Board of 
Revisors so that not more than one-half of 
the number shali be of one political 
party, be did appoint twenty-six Democrats 
ona board ofonly twenty-eight members, a 
number of whom inturn committed their 
high trust to irresponsible hirelings.

A SPOILS RESOLUTION. 

At the conclusion of the reading of the reso- 
lutions Delegate Gillingwater offered an ad- 
dition tothe resolutions favoring employing 
well-known partisans in every Kepub- 
lican office, resolvin that ‘*The 
Republican party of the city recognizes the 
fact that those who have borne the burden 
and heat of the day in fighting for Republican 
principles are entitled when equally qualified 
to all positions under Republican 
officials elected by the party, and we hereby 
resolve that the sense of this convention is 
expressed in the foregoing.’’ This sentiinent 
that to the victors belong the 
spoils caused considerable discussion. Mr. 
Gillingwatertemporarily withdrew his addi- 
tion and the original report was adopted. The 
addenda was then calied to the attention of 
the convention. The resolution was tabled. 

THE NOMINATIONS. 

The convention then proceeded to the nomi- 
nations beginning with the office of Circuit 
Judge. C. H. Tandy placed in nomination Mr. 
Leo Rassieur who be said would prove a suc- 
cessful candidate. 


Mr. E.S. Rowse stated that he had no ob- 
jections to Mr. Kassieur. ‘*‘We have 
bad before a candidate whose banner 


we were proud to carry, and I deem it 
wise to again name him—the Hon. John D. 
Johnson.’’ 

Mr. Kassieur-stated that he could not accept 
any nomination;-but would gladly second that 
of Mr. John D. Johnson, one of the 
brightest members of the Bar. Mr. Tandy 
then seconded Mr. Johnson’s nomination. 
Nick Karr moved to make the nomination 
unanimous, but to this Mr. Rowse objected in 
justice to other candidates and moved that 
the roll of wards be called in all 
cases.

AN UNSATISFACTORY INTERVIEW. 
SOFIA, September 30.—Gen. Kaulbars to-day 
received adeputation of prominent Bulgar- 
ians who called upon him to endeavorto in- 


duce him to withdraw or modify his circular. 
The deputation was composed of 114 of the 
most respected and influential citizens of the 
principality and was headed by Dr. Voultcheff, 
who acted as spokesman. He stated to Gen, 
Kaulbars that the circular had surprised the 
Bulgarian people and asked himto recon- 
sider some ofthe Russian demands, particu- 
lariy that for a postponement of the 
election two months hence. The nation was 
anxious, Dr. Voultcheff continued, to speedily 
settie the choice of a prince to occupy the 
Bulgarian throne. In addition tothat modifi- 
cation, the Doctor said the people desired 
Russia to withdraw her demand for the imme- 
diate raising of the state of siege, and also the 
demand for the instant release of the prison- 
ers in custody for complicity in the coup 
d’etat. The continuance of the state of siege 
was the only guaranty the Goverment had for 
THE PRESERVATION OF PEACE 

which the rest of Europe desired as well as 
Bulgaria. The Bulgarians, believing that the 
Czar had no desire to prolong the crisis, 
begged Gen. Kaulbars to telegraph to him to 
hasten the cholee of a Prince. The Cunstitu- 
tion stipulated that the Grand Sobranje elected 
to select a ruler should meet within one month 
after the elections. In regard to the liberation 
of the political prisoners, Dr. Voultcheff said 
it would bea dangerous precedent to estab- 
lishto liberate without trial or punishment 
those responsible for sucha momentous act 
as the deposition and kidnapping of Prince 
Alexander, besides being contrary to the laws 
which were the safeguards of the couutry. 
Besides, if the prisoners were released, as 
demanded, the probabilities were that the 
people would kill themin the streets, such 


was the popular indignation against. the 
implicated men. The Government thought 


the imprisoned officers should be tried first 


and subsequently offered clemency. In_con- 
clusion, the deputation assured Gen. Kaul- 


bars that Bulgaria was thankful to the Czar 
for his past protection, but maintained that 
the laws of the country must be respected. No 
other ministry than that at present in power 
could extricate the country from its crisis. 
KAULBARS’ REPLY. 
Gen. Kaulbars, in revly, said that the Bul- 
garians knew very well that the Czar had their 
prosperity at heart; but, he added, they must 
confide in the Czar and carry out his wishes.

It took 
him until 1879, and when published lifted him 
at once into prominence, He went to Ireland 
in the dark days of 1880 as correspondent of 
the Irish Worid, and wrote a series of letters 
to that paper. In 1881 he went to England on 
the invitation of the English Land Restoration 
Society, and in the winter of 1884-5 he went to 
Scotland on the invitation of the Scottish Land 
Restoration Society. He delivered lectures 
giving his views on the land question all over 
Great Britain, where his book attained an 
enormous sale. He has also written books on 
the tariff and articles in the Nineteenth Cen- 
tury, the North American Review, and other. 
wagazines. At present he is a publisher, with 
an ofice at 76 Astor piace.

For instance, everything is managed by the 
Director-General at Paris, and the idea is to 
have all the scholara recite the same thing at 
the same time. Go into the office of the 
Bureau at Paris and you will be able to tell 
exactly whatis being recited all over France 
atthat very minute. The system is not a good 
one, itseems to me, as it makes the school 
proceedings too mechanical. The grade is not 
as high asin our schools, although drawing 
has recently been introduced. 

NOT 8O GIDDY. 

‘*Paris did not seem so guy to me as it did 
nine years ago. There wasa better observance 
of the Sabbath, that is, there were more small 
shops and business houses closed on Sunday. 
This change has been wrought, not 80 
much by religious uplifting, as by 
a growth of independent feeling among 
the trades classes who now think 
that they are as much entitled to a holiday as 
the wealthy. French life in the country is 
very simple and the domestic relations there 
are aS pure as anywhere in Europe. The 
peasantry are afrugal, simple folks and toil 
with anindustry we know nothing of here. 
For example, the help of a large farmer sleep 
in the barn and begin work at 4 a. 
m. and quit at 7 p. m., and _ £ (this, 
too, for about 20 cents a day. This 


-includes their board, but that is of a much 


poorer quality than we nave in America. They 
get meat but once or twice a week. 
FRENCH TEMPERANCE. 

‘*Although wine is as common as water all 
over Europe, yet thereis a decided temper- 
ance movement toward increased 
legislation against absinthe and 
strong alcoholic drinks, these having 
caused ravages which have filled the French 
Nation with alarm. In other respects, though, 
Icould see no sentiment against liquor like 
that whichis agitating this country. 

‘‘A goeneralanxiety pervades the larger cities 
regarding the anarchists. The movement for 
the banishment of the Princes was thought 
to have been instigated by the Socialists, and 
the Government is believed not to have dared 
to oppose them in that matter, which is taken 
as anu evidence of the Socialists’ strength. 
But in Germany there is far more of this un- 
rest, which is intensified by the fear of the 
coinplications that will arise on the Emperor’s 
death. 

CONTINENTAL RELIGION. 

‘‘But in Germany the old rationalistie spirit 
is on the decrease and evangelical re- 
ligion on the increase, especially in the 
universities. France is well covered with the 
McAll missions, which are doing an undenom- 
inational work. In Paris alone they hold fif- 
teen meetings every nizht. The one feature 
about the evangelical movement in France is 
its ageressivencss. 

INTERESTING ITALY. 

‘‘But Italy—that is the one kingdom 
in Europe which is making rapid 
strides forward. The people are alive and 
energetic, and the sleepier classes are shaking 
off the sloth that formerly held them. The 
kingis popular and enters earnestly into the 
hopes and ambitions of his people. Underthe 
new protective tariff factories are springing up 
everywhere in an astonishing manner. 

‘‘KEgypt seems to have entered intoanew 
life since the English occupation. Thts was 
brought home to me very strongly when I 
entered Alexandria. There the burnt districts 
are being rebuilt rapidly, and with fine 
structures, too. Altogether the city is enjoy- 
ing far more than its former prosperity. All 
this seems to have come with the British oc- 
cupation, and rumors of the withdrawal of En- 
glish troops caused a great flutter among the 
merchants, some of whom went so far as to 
get ready to leave the country. 

‘*T was surprised and pleased at the evi- 
dences of America’s prominence in the affairs 
of the East. Take for instance the American 
College at Constantinople. All the leaders in 
Bulgaria’s progress have been graduates of 
that college. America’s influence is much 
sought after because it is not associated with 
memories of broken treaties, etc., and it can 
gain more favors from the Sultan than almost 
uny other nation. 

‘*During the election times, I was in En- 
giand. The party feeling there was violent, 
much higher than I had ever seen it here. The 
abuse heaped upon Mr. Gladstone was some- 
thing appalling. He was called madman, 
Villain, traitor, everything in fact. I couldn’t 
but observe that the business has been: pass- 
ing through an era of depression in the past 
decade and there are no prospects of reliet. 
A number of the leading manufacturers of 
England told me they would sell ovt and come 
here if they could get the cost of their plant. 
The ports of other countries are being closed 
by tariffs, and the competition of America 
ruins their agricultural enterprises.*’

NEW YorK, September 30.—If Dion Bouci- 
cault,the famous actor and playwright,should 
return from his professivnal tour in England 
within the next month, as rumor has it, there 
will be a heap of trouble in store for him. 
When he arrived here from Australia, the re- 
port of his marriage to Miss Louise Thorn- 
dyke, an actress of the company, created 
some unpleasant inguiries about his matri- 
monial relationsto Mrs. Agnes Robertson-

years. A proper divorce had never been ob- 
tained and statements gotafloat which coupled 
the name ofthe actor witha prospective indict- 
ment here for bigamy.

Orders for Forming the Lines Issued—Some 
of the Special Floats. 


The Wheelmen’s Parade to-morrow night 
ig engrossing the attention of all the 
bicyclists, and is exciting the pub- 
lic to the tip-toe of expectancy.

Grand Marshal, E. R, Stettinius, has issued 
general instructions about setting the saddles 
well back, getting the brake in good order and 
neoprene the pedals tight.

SMALL BUSINESS. 


The Exposition Management Discriminating 
Against the Cable Road. 


The patrons of the cable road have com- 
plained ever since the opening of the Exposi- 
tion season of the inconveniences to which 
they have «= been subjected by the 
management. They have not complained 
without cause. Apparently . the Ex- 


position management is seeking to 
discriminate against the cable line in favor of 
the horse-railroads, At first the Thirteenth 
street doors were kept ciosed entirely, while 
the doors on the Fourteenth street side, lead- 
ing to the Washington avenue cars, were kept 
open. This necessitated a circuit of the 
building to reach the cable line—an unneces- 
sary inconvenience to many of the Exposi- 
tion’s regular patrons. The excuse given for 
this was that the other § street-railroad 
companies were liberal subscribers to 
the stock of the Exposition four years ago 
and that the Cable Company had not sub- 
scribed. As the cable road was not even 
chartered at that tim? the ideaocf expecting it 
to have beenasubscriber to the. Exposition 
was absurd. Finally, after some argument, 
the Cuvle Company, by agreeing to pay the 
incidental expenses, succeeded in persuading 
the management to throw open the Thirteenth 
street door. 
A DANGEROUS WICKET. 

Instead of throwing the doors wide open, 
however, as is Gone on the Fourteenth street 
side, the manageinent erected a wicket across 
one-half of the doorway and the other half 
was kept entirely closed. Thereis never a 
reshto getintothe Exposition, and there is, 
therefore, very little chunce for any one to 
slip by the doorkeeper, however wide the 
doorway. But the crowd leaving the build- 
ing at the ciose of the evening concert is 
always large. Instead of throwing open the 
doors to make the Thirteenta street exit as 
free as the other exits, the Exposition man- 
agement maintains the wicket with its narrow 
opening. The departing crowd which seek 
the Thirteenth street exit must make a sharp 
turn before reaching the wicket opening. As 
a result they are thrown together and uncom- 
fortably crowded. Last night there was 
an accident at this exit which nearly resulted 
in a broken leg.

A recess of thirty minutes was then taken 
for the committee to meet and report. 

THE CONTEST. 

The contesting delegation, who were repre- 
sented before the Committee on Credentials 
by Mr. George D. Reynolds, sub- 
mitted that the election ofthe other delegation 
was fraudulent, because the polls had been 
kept open twenty minutes after the time for 
closing; because the ballots had not been 
numbered or in anyway recorded, and be- 
cause the ticket was a traudulent 
one, the names of W. A. Brawner 
and George DP. Reynolds having been 
erased from the reguiar ticket by Congres- 
sional Committeeman Conrades. Mr. Seneca 
N. Taylor said that Conrades told him he had 
eraged these two names because their election 
on the delegation would have imperilled the 
chances of his retention onthe Congressional 
Committee. Mr. Conrades in turn alleged that 
the changes had been made by the caucus 
committee of tive. Three of these gentlemen, 
Messrs. L. E. T. Fischer, Geo. D. Reynolds 
and C. F. Ramsdel!, denied all knowledge of 
it and stated that if the work was done by 
the other two it was a minority transaction 
and not the work of the committee. The 
contestants added nothing to Mr. Conrades’ 
peace of mind by suggesting that the mutila- 
tion of the ticket was covered by statute and 
wasapenal act which might result in Mr. 
Conrades’ arrest and arraignment. One feat- 
ure of the contest was that it brought outin 
the Twenty-eighth Ward the largest vote of 
any policed in the eight wards and township 
coiwposing the district. At this point an ad- 
journment was taken for the committee to 
make up reports. 

AFTER RECESS. 

On reassembling the Committee on Creden- 
tials reported on the Twenty-eighth Ward con- 
test with a compromise, seating three of each 
contesting delegation. The following were 
were the name: C. Conrades, Chas. Rohen, 
Geo. D. Reynolds, 8. F. Ramsdell, Wm. A, 
Brawner and W. J. Carthy.

CEMUENTATION, 


Judge Theodore G. Huelett Explains His 
Method of Cementation. 


NEW YORK, September 30.—A Herald special 
from Buffalo, N. Y., says: Theodore Graves 
Huelett, aged 77 years, andfor several terms 
aside Justice ofthe Niagara County Court, 
came from Niagara Falls yesterday afternoon 


to explain before the Sanitary Board of Buf- 
falo his method of cementation, discovered 
soimne twelve years ago. The discussion of ce- 
mentation before the recent convention of 
the American Association forthe Advancement 
of Science, caused him to come be- 
fore the board to show that there 
was nothing new in cementationto him. He 
exhibited cement blocks containing specimens 
of fruit ana the bodles of animals placed there 
in 1874. They were changed into a substance 
closely resembling stone, and the original 
colors were preserved to a remarkable degree. 
Mr. Huelett said he had decided to cement all 
his family, but his two daughters having ex- 
pressed the idea that it would be ‘‘pretty 
close quarters,’’ he had in their cases simply 
enclosed their coffins in the cement tothe 
thickness of a foot, making each intoa 
cumbrous stone box estimated to weigh close 
upon two tons. He exhibited his wiil, made 
some time since, which provides that his own 
body shall be embedded in cement. He said 
further that he not infrequently cemented 
caskets at the Falls. At the Oakland 
Cemetery he said the ground is wet, and it had 
been found to work perfectly. The gasses 
escape through the cement Very slowly, anda 
perfect copy of tlhe bodyis leit. ‘‘If,’’ said 
the cementationist, ‘‘we had the body of 
Moses in such a process we could now give 
every college in the world a perfect model of 
God’s chosen leader.’’ He savs he has no 
scheme to work, and only wants to give the 
world the benefit of his experiments,

| A SCHOOL SCARE. 


NINE MONTHS’ SCHOOL THIS YEAR INSTEAD 
OF TEN. 


Four Night Schools This Year; Thirty Last 
Year—Funds Exhausted—School Expenses 
Increase Every Year in Greater Ratio 
Than the Income—Two Plans of Relief 
Proposed. 


The teachersin the city schools are much 
alarmed over the probability that the schools 
this year will not be run as usual for ten 
months, but will be closed atthe end of the 
ninth month. A teaeher who received but 
ten months salary on which to live twelve 
months, regards such a probability with 
some dismay. But it is more probable 
that the schools will complete 
the school year of 200 days 
in spite of the fact that there is not 
enough money in the treasury to pay 
the teachers for the full time. Means 
will be found as in the past to 
make ends meet. The scare, however, 


is not without foundation. The Ways and 
Means Committee in a report to the Board re- 
cently reviewed the somewhat mixed situa- 
tion. It was estimated at the end of last 
school year that the available income from all 
sources for the present scholastic year 
would be $976,083.36. While the estimate for 
expenditures required to run the schooigon 
the same basis as last year was placed At 
$975,730. The last-named sum was appropri- 
9 meee an unappropriated balance of 
$833.36. 


IN THE ESTIMATE OF EXPENDITURES 
nothing was included for new school g@ouses 
or contingent expenses. ‘‘Nothing can be 
added,’’ the committee said, ‘‘to the 
estimate of income except $13,- 
459.63 from the State School Fund. 
On the contrary itis thought by those most 
competent to judge, that the aggregate of the 
estimated income for the year is placed at 
more than the actual receipts will amount to 
at the close of the year. The $13,459.68 which 
has been received from the State School 
Fund in excess of the estimate from that 
source, will be more than offset by what the 
deficit will probably bein the estimate to be 
collected from taxes. In fact, it is believed 
to be problematical whether or not any por- 
tion of the $80,000 estimated to be re- 
ceived from the taxes for the year 1887 
will be received before the end of the 
present fiscal year, and in the opinion 
of your committee the taxes collected for that 
year properly belong tothe next fiscal year, 
beginning July 1, 1887; and it is now thought 
that the amount estimated to be received from 
the taxes of 1886 and prior years, placed inthe 
aggregate ut $860 , 000, is in excess 
of what the actual receipt will be 
during the’ year; and whatever sum shall be 
received less, if any, than the amount esti- 
mated, will be just so much less than the 
amount appropriated, because, as stated be- 
fore, nothing was reserved for contingencies. 
The amount estimated and appropriated for 
teachers’ salaries, fixed at $708,000, is really 
less than will be required to pay teachers 
during the year, unless some retrenchment 
Shall be made in some of the school depart- 
ments. 

THE TEACHER'S PAY-ROLL 

for the year ending June, 1881, amounted to 
the sum of $585,456.95, and for last year it 
amounted to $690,213.80, being an increase in 
five years of $104,756.85; while the income from 
the echool tax of + mills on 
the dollar, during the same period, 
produced forthe year ending in 1881, $696,- 
952.07, and for last year, $763,927.54, being an 
increase Of $67,875.47; thus showing that the 
increase in the teachers’ pay-rolis alone, for 
the last five years, is nearly double the in- 
crease in the incoime from taxes during the 
same time.’’ 

In the tace of this showing the Board did 
not feel justified in keeping up all the ex- 
penditures of last year, and in consequence 
it was resolved to open only § four 
of the thirty hight schools form- 
erly at work durin the winter 
months. The fourschools will be of the same 
pa as the High Schools and will be in Carr 
ane, O'Fallon Polytechnic, Webster Poly- 
technic and Lafayette Polytechnic, The saving 
from this source may reduce the riskof the 
year being cut short. 

THE 8CHOOLS LAST YEAR 
cost $91,000 more than the income for running 
the schools; that being the amount 
of overdraft in bank at 
the of the year. That 
sum comes outoftheincome of the present 
year. ifitis necessary to overdraw the ac- 
count this year, next year will be forced 
to pay the deficiency. That course 
with the continued increase in the number of 
schovl children will, in the end, lead to 
complication that only legislation can relieve. 
There is now a permanent fund of 
$118,000 money deposited bearing 3 per cent, 
and State bonds bearing 6 per cent, besides a 
large amount of real estate. Only the interest 
of this money can be. used, Every 
year the fines and forfeitures of the Criminal 
Courts go into this fund as principal, and only 
the interest on these additions can be ap- 
plied to running expenses, the total amount 
remaining forever intact. If this principal 
could be used the crying need for schoo! build- 
ings and additions could be 
well as the approaching 
The fund was created by an: ct of the Legisla- 
ture seven years ago and is every year grow- 
ing greater, while the money that can be ap- 
plied to running the schools grows 
comparatively less. The members of the 
Board are considering two plans to relieve 
this stringency. One by the repeal of the per- 
manent fund act, and the other an increase of 
the rate of taxation from 4 milis to5 mills, 
which would give them $200,000 more than they 
now receive,

CLEMENT SCOTT DEFENDS THE AUTHORS OF 
THE PLAY “SISTER MARY.” 


— 


The Attack on Mr. Wilson Barrett—Startling 
Accusations Refuted—How the Play Was 

. Discovered and Reconstructed—Peculiari- 
ties of a Bishop’s Signature—Mrs. Lang- 
try’s New Dresses From Worth-—Miss For- 
tescue—Theatrical and Personal Chat. 


Special fablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
LONDON, September 30.—Mr. Labouchere 
publishes in yesterday’s Truth a long letter 
which he has received from Mr. Clement Scott, 
the part author of the play, ‘‘Sister Mary.’’ 
Mr. Scott says, among other things: ‘‘Now 
that the back of Wilson Barrett is turned 
and thathe cannot possibly defend himself, 
seeing he is at the present moment on the At- 
lantic, on his way to America, kindly and con- 
siderate wiseacres write to the papers to com- 
plain thathe stole the plot of ‘Sister Mary,’ 
and that he is not man enough to 
own up or to confess the theft. Wiseacre No. 
1 discovers that ‘Sister Mary,’ which was 
written as a two-act drama fifteen ycars ago, 
is taken from the modern novel ‘Hidden 
Depths,’ avery few years old. Wiseacre No. 
2 insists that the new play at the Comedy is 
identical with ‘Sister Grace’~ because thev are 
similarin nomenclature. That a play can be 
taken from a novel written a dozen years after 
it, is a feat of literary gymnastics which would 


uzzie even Wilson Barrett. That ‘Sister 
fary’ has nothing whatever to do with ‘Sister 
Grace.’ is proved by Mr. Scott Battams, the 
author ofthe last play, who writes me to say 
that he never suggested or insinuated so 
palpab/e an absurdity, and that he was dis- 
gusted with the theatrical prints for starting 
such a stale old hare. 

THE DISCOVERY OF ‘‘SISTER MARY.’ 

‘*The story of the discovery of ‘Sister Mary’ 
is simply this: Last year I found Wilson Bar- 
rettinthe managerial room atthe Princess 
Theater, ruinmaging over an old box of 
rubbish saved from the burning 
of the old Leeds Theater. In 
the course of looking for something 
else he came across the manuscript of a two- 
act play, written in an inflated style that 
would have suited a provincial audience near- 
ly twenty years ago. He flung it across to me, 
and asked me to take it home as he remem- 
bered it contained a fine part, originally des- 
tined for Miss lieath,and some fine situations. 
He wasright. The two-act play contained the 
dramatic skeleton of the first and third acts of 
‘Sister Mary,’ but the play as it stood was im- 
possible for any modern audience, 
The minor characters were transpontine 
ruffians, while the heroine, when 
she discovered in the great. situation 
that her future husband was the father of her 
friend’s child, and while the wedding bells 
were already ringing, begged him to step into 
church and to marry the friend instead of the 
heroine, which he did, The play was impossi- 
ble as it stood. Barrett, therefore, accepted 
my ideathat the whole tone of it should be 
raised two more stories, built on the original 
foundation. He provided me with a com- 
pletely new scenario, and in two or three 
days he had -written ‘Sister Mary,’ in 
its present form. For my own part 
I have never read ‘Hidden Depths,’ 
or seen ‘Sister Grace,’ butaim informed that 
they are about as much like ‘Mary’ asan ar- 
ticle inatheatrical journal resembles litera- 
ture. Ishould have thought that the fact of 
two public men who valuetheir reputation 
having declared by implication that ‘Sister 
Mary’ was as original asany play can be in 
these days, and thatthere have been combi- 
nations and permutations of every possible 
dramatic scene, it would have been sgsuf- 
ficient to save them from underhand charges 
of stealing from one and borrowing from an- 
other.’’

AMERICAN ART, 


MERITS AND DEMERITS OF SOME SPECI 
MENS AT THE EXPOSITION, 


Progress of Home Artists—Several Notable 
Pictures—Canvases Which are Undeserving 
of Honors—Glances at the Gallery Walls. 


As ashowing of American work,the art ex- 
hibit atthe Exposition is a remarkable one; 
remarkable for its quantity, its strength, its 
coiwprehensiveness. A dozen years ago, not 
one-tenth of thenumber of pictures shown 
there could have been collected and not one- 
tenth ofthe number of artists would have been 
represented. The pictures too would have 
been, with the exception,perhaps,of some ofthe 
more impressive bits of American landscape, 
excessively foreign in their subjects. Notthe 
least pleasing feature of the Exposition col- 
lection is the noticeable American tendency in 
the choice of subjects. Many of the canvases 
record phases of American life which, ina 
generation, will be historical, and to which 
every year is adding value. One of these par- 
ticularly full of merit is 
A CELESTIAL MINSTREL 
by Fred J. Boston numbered 32 in the printed 
catalogue. The picture shows the interior of 
a Chinese laundry with four figures. In the 
various shelves which make the background 
are the parcels of washing done up in bun- 
dles. Thereisasplendid attention to detail 
combined with broad and masterful treat- 
ment. The light is handied well and 
the values ure well sustained. The 
picture is thoroughly good in its composition. 
It is compact and yet not crowded. One of 
its best features in the perspective. The floar 
of the lauudry seems literally to go back into 
the picture. The work is one that attracts the 
attention of the artist, but is not popular with 
the average visitor. The subject cannot be 
called an attractive one, and is hardly the 
vehicle of any important sentiment, but it is 
historical, and it represents a phase of Ameri- , 
can life. : 
In the same room with this picture on the 
opposite wall and brought into direct com- 
parison with it in the consideration of a critic 
by its same Americanism of theme is the 
painting by Alfred Kappes, No. 195, entitled 
‘*‘Yattered und Torn,’’ representing a scene 
ina negro cabin. How this picture in a com 
petitive exhibition could have been awarded 
one of the ten gold medals of the 
American Art Association is a wonder. Its 
composition is good and the drawing also. 
The detail attracts attention, but it is per- 
fectly false and unrealin all other respects. 
The floor of the cabin is not of wood. Itis 
ether. The biood has been taken from the 
negroes by an air-pump. Each is an ani- 
mated vacuum, aghost. The flesh of the old 
granny, who is lighting her pipe, in the fore- 
ground has no more substance than the 
flickering sulphurous flame of the lucifer 
match she holds in the frozen fingers of her 
right hand. The unctuous technique of the 
negro is missing too. ‘The grease is gone. The 
flesh, the rags and tatters are washed as clean 
and hard as if sponged with alcohol and 
sprinkled with an alkaii powder, but the gold 
medal is on the picture, and it stancs in op- 
position to the splendid work of Fred. Boston, 
and by its decoration attracts public attention 
and preverts public taste. 
No mistake was made, however, when the 
$2,000 prize was awarded to the 
MOTHER AND CHILD 
by Edward Emerson Simmons. It makesa 
strong push for first place in the merit of the 
collection. ‘The head of the woman is by far 
the best female head intheexhibition. Itis 
almost instinct with life. All through, the 
icture shows knowledge and immense skill. 
Ihe drawing is faultiess, the composition 
superb. There is nothing sloppy about the 
whole canvas. The flesh is flesn. The clotbes 
are worsted. Those are genuine potatoes on 
the wooden floor. And what magnificent re- 
pose there is in the strong figure. The picture 
is one that makes an immediate appeal to the 
beholder, ,whether artist, amateur or mere 


observer. There is great sentiment too 
in the weariness and half watch- 
fulness ofthe woman. Of the 


‘*MID-DAY DREAM,’’ 

another $2,000 prize picture by Clifford P. 
Grayson, so much cannot be said. The en- 
tire merit ofthe workis expressed when itis 
said that itis well drawnand well painted. 
The subject isa hackneyed one, the figure 
foreign and by no means pleasant. The face 
lacks attraction or sentimentand except for 
its tevhnical value has nothing to recommend
